Communications were disrupt¬ 
ed when wash out cancelled bus 
and train through traffic for a 
time, however mail was kept 
moving by a transfer of trains 
at the site of the washout. Cole¬ 
man residents received prompt 
service in mail delivery thanks 
to the efforts of Mr. Masslin who 
drove, to Cowley and picked up 
the mail, getting it here a couple 
of hours ahead of expected ar¬ 
rival. 

Flooded basement. forced the 
closing of Cameron school when 
high waters prevented toilet ap¬ 
erating and the making of fires. 
Pumping began the end of the 
week and it was hoped school 
would resume on Monday. 

Washout resulted in prevent¬ 
ing coal being shipped out with 
the result that mines were idle.

BY ARTIFICIAL RESPIRATION 
BACK PRESSURE-ARM LIFT METHOD 


One of the most insidious problems 
with which a large number of the 
farmers of southwestern Manitoba 
contend is the increasing severity 
of alkali patches in cultivated fields. 

Experiments at the Experimental 
Farms’ indicate that both chemical 
fertilizers and barnyard manure give 
relatively higher response on these 
slightly saline patches than they do 
on the more fertile portions of the 
field. While .these treatments are 
beneficial, they do not constitute a 
cure and it is probable that many 
of these areas will become worse in 
the future. 

The fundamental cause of the ac¬ 
cumulation of these alkali salts at 
the surface of the soil, is the evapo¬ 
ration of salt-laden waters. The salts 
are dissolved in the water as it passes 
through the soil and are re-deposited 
•at the surfacfe when the moisture 
evaporates. 

The use, of forage crops in rota¬ 
tions with cereal crops can do much

It is all-important that artificial 
respiration, when needed, be started 
quickly. There should be a slight in¬ 
clination of the body, if possible, in 
such way that fluid drains better 
from the respiratory passage. The 
head of the subject should be extend¬ 
ed, not flexed forward, and the chin 
should not sag lest obstruction of 
the respiratory passages occur. A 
check should be made to ascertain 
that the tongue or foreign objects 
are not obstructing the passages. 
These aspects can be cared for when 
placing the subject into position or 
shortly thereafter, between cycles. A 
smooth rhythm in performing artifi¬ 
cial respiration is desirable, but split- 
second timing is not essential. Shock 
should receive adequate attention,

Poison Ivy Days 

This is the season when thou¬ 
sands of children and adults 
across Canada break out into a 
blistery .itchy rasfr. The cause— 
a three-leafed, waxy looking 
plant called poison ivy. 

Eradication of the plant it¬ 
self is the best cure for ivy poi¬ 
soning, states G. R. Snyder of 
C-I-L’s agricultural chemicals 
department. In June, when the 
plant is in its early stages of 
growth, it can best be controlled 
by use of an ester formulation 
of 2,4-D and 2,4-5-T in water. 
About a teaspoonful of spreader 
sticker should be used in each 
gallon of water to make sure 
the chemical brushkiller pene¬ 
trates the waxy surface. 

When leaves reach full ma¬ 
turity in July, “Animate” weed¬ 
killer is the most effective chem¬ 
ical. CMU may also be employed 
to make a complete kill along 
fences.

Teacher Shortage- 
Best Brains at Stake 

(By Dr. H. E. Smith, Dean, 
Faculty of Education) 

Some say the Composite school 
will destroy the best brains in 
our society. Others say it as the 
only democratic and proper ans¬ 
wer to the demand for universal 
high school education. Possibly 
in this case both points of view 
may be true. It may be that you 
can’t at the same time stimulate 
the best ‘brains and satisfy me¬ 
diocre talent in a common high 
school. If the curriculum must 
be watered down to the level of 
the average student, obviously 
the brighter minds will suffer. 
On the contrary, if adolescent 
youth were segregated on the 
basis of mental capacity into 
schools of different types, what 
then would become of the honor¬ 
ed principle of equality? We seem 
to be faced with a hard dilemma. 

The secondary schools of Eng¬ 
land are of three rather clearly 
differentiated types. The Gram¬ 
mar school takes at the age of 
twelve, and on the basis of 
sharply cutting tests, the aca¬ 
demically minded & the bright¬ 
est pupils. These are set on the 
road to University and other in¬ 
stitutions of the most advanred 
training. The Junior Techniclj 


School is open to twelve-year- 
olds with a bent for manual arts. 
Many of its graduates will go 
into industry at fifteen or six¬ 
teen, and some will go forward 
to various institutions of some¬ 
what specialized training in vo¬ 
cational fields. The third type, 
the Modern School, will receive 
the great mass of twelve-year- 
olds and give them educational 
opportunities similar to those of¬ 
fered in our composite schools. 
But few can expect admission to 
universities because the program 
lacks rigor and intensity. Many 
of the critics of our own com¬ 
posite school contend that it 
lacks rigor and intensity. The 
bright pupils, they assert, have 
not been challenged, have never 
been pressed to discover their 
powers, have learned to be satis¬ 
fied with only their second or 
third best. 

Our Canadian universities are 
saying this too. But can the Eng¬ 
lish system be squared with our 
conception of democracy? Will 
Canadian parents submit to a 
segregation of their children in¬ 
to institutions of contracting 
level? Our answer jit present 
seems to be “no”. The composite 
school is itsfelf the answer. 

This is but one of many basic 
problems in Canadian education. 
The field needs not only many 
teachers for the everyday work 
of the schools. It needs also 
many teachers and many citi¬ 
zens willing to tackle basic is¬ 
sues in education. Here at least 
is one challenge to our best 
brains.
